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THE  DECISION 


DOWN  the  long  pathway  of 
mortal  probation  each  indivi- 
dual soul  treks.  The  way  is  beset 
with  many  obstacles  whica  must  be 
overcome.  Let  us  just  follow  a  new- 
born infant  as  he  starts  along  his 
way. 

The  miraculous  process  of  giving 
birth  takes  place.  Then  in  the  arms 
of  the  doctor  is  a  screaming,  twist- 
ing, new  soul,  pure  and  undented.

The 
ever  so  prevalent  pitfalls — which  as 
the  child  takes  his  first  steps — seem 
so  disastrous. 

Slowly  the 
mind  begins  to  absorb  the  lessons 
which  are  vitally  necessary  for  one 
to  be  aware  of.  The  first  spanking 
which  shows  that  discipline  is  neces- 
sary, the  first  childhood  fight  which 
teaches  that  one  must  learn  to  give 
and  take,  the  lost  toy  showing 
responsibility,  and  the  first  under- 
standable Christmas  showing  that 
there  is  something  deeper  and  more 
basic  to  life  than  that  which  meets 
the  eye. 

The  school  days  are  here.  Now 
the  mind  is  bewildered.  The  many 
adjustments  must  be  made.  Mixing 
with  strangers,  sports,  and  home 
work.  The  mind  is  being  educated  in 
a  vast  array  of  areas.  The  first  attrac- 
tion between  members  of  the  oppo- 
site sex.  Puppy  love  sets  in.  The 
seemingly  unsurmountable  problems 
are  a  constant  mental  awareness.  The 
school  days  come  and  then,  before 
he  is  aware  of  it,  they  are  gone. 

Now  the  decisions  start  to  take 
effect.  Within  no  time  he  will  be 
required  to  stand  on  his  own  feet. 
He  comes  to  that  stage  where  he 
cannot  lean  on  his  parents  anymore. 
Now  he  is  on  his  own.  He  must 
now  make  something  of  himself. 

From  maturity  into  old  age  and 
then  on  to  eternity,  but  will  he  leave 
a  sizable  impression  on  society  so 
that   within   a   hundred    years    after 


his  death  he  will  still  be  remembered, 
and  if  so  will  it  be  a  good  or  a  bad 
impression? 

The  mortal  isn't  developed  solely 
on  his  own  but  is  in,  many  regards 
the  direct  result  of  what  his  parents 
have  taught  him.  He  will  be  a 
success  and  leave  a  good  impression 
if  he  is  taught  to  go  through  the 
bad  to  appreciate  the  good. 

The  angels  watch  to  see  what  this 
soul  will  do.  They  weep  when  they 
observe  that  he  is  being  pushed  into 
the  wrong  channels.  Will  he  develop 
along  the  lines  that  he  is  best  suited 
for  or  will  he  be  forced  into  some- 
thing that  will  destroy  him? 

The  signs  begin  to  show.  His 
impression,  of  God  and  the  relation- 
ship between  the  two  are  even 
impression,  and  what  about  his 
fellowmen?

The  corrollary  to 
this  is  that  he  who  is  given  every- 
thing and  never  has  to  work  and 
fight  for  anything  spends  his  life  in 
wasted  probation.

OUR  Editor  suggested  to  me  that 
I  should  ask  the  oldest  member 
of  the  branch  to  write  an  article 
about  the  Bloemiontein  Branch, 
recounting  some  oi  his  early  recol- 
lections. On  thinking  this  over  I 
came  to  the  surprising  conclusion 
that  though  I  am  not  yet  40,  I  would 
have  to  assign  the  task  to  myself! 
I  am  the  only  member  of  the  branch 
who  has  35  years  continuous 
membership. 

That  is  little  enough  qualification 
to  write  the  story  of  a  branch  whose 
proud  record  extends  back  as  far  as 
the  second  last  decade  of  the  last 
century,  but  in  the  absence  of  a 
better  candidate  for  the  task,  I  will 
do  my  best. 

My  research  has  yielded  little 
concerning  the  very  early  history  of 
the  branch  beyond  the  fact  that 
before  the  turn  of  the  century,  the 
whole  branch  packed  up  and  emi- 
grated to  Zion,  thus  setting  the 
pattern  which  has  been  followed  ever 
since.  Each  time  the  Branch  has 
been  built  up,  large  numbers  of  the 
Saints  have  moved  away  to  pastures 
new,  and  the  few  left  have  had  to 
start  building  afresh. 

Missionary  work  was  resumed  in, 
about  1912,  and  a  branch  was 
organized  a  few  years  later.  About 
1923,  Brother  David  D.  Deady 
became  the  first  local  member  to  be 
made  Branch  President,  the  mission- 
aries having  been  in  charge  of  all 
activities  until  this  time. 

Meetings  were  held  in  a  converted 
shop  in  14A  St.  Georges  Street,  and 
excluding  missionaries  the  member- 
ship numbered  18  to  20.  This  number 
later  declined,  and  the  hall  was 
relinquished  and  thereafter  meetings 
were  held  in  the  home  of  Brother 
and  Sister  Deady. 

At  this  time  the  membership  con- 
sisted of  Brother  and  Sister  Deady. 
Sister  H.  Grobler,  Brother  and  Sister 
Greenberg  and  their  three  sons. 

It  was  at  about  this  time  that  the 
Spear  family  were  converted  after 
investigating  the  Gospel  for  about 
two  years.  Four  years  later.  Brother 
C.  B.  succeeded  Brother  Deady  as 
Branch  President  which  position  he 
held  for  23  years  until  his  retire- 
ment, when  he  moved  to  Parys. 


With  the  arrival  of  the  Hubert 
family  and  a  few  conversions  the 
branch  began  to  grow  again,  until  it 
was  no  longer  possible  to  accommo- 
date the  meetings  in  a  home,  and  a 
hall  was  acquired  at  No.  1  Monu- 
ment Road.  Many  blessings  were 
experienced  by  the  fully  organized 
branch,  and  as  there  were  many 
young  people,  the  M.I. A.  was 
particularly  active.  These  meetings 
were  particularly  enjoyable  and 
uplifting. 

One  activity  which  gave  a  lot  of 
fun  was  the  keeping  of  a  "Journal." 

Each  member  kept  the  Journal  for 
a  specified  time,  during  which  he 
recorded  as  entertainingly  as 
possible,  the  events  which  took  place 
in  the  branch,  with  many  witty 
personal  allusions.  As  there  were 
several  pranksters  in  the  branch  there 
was  seldom  a  shortage  of  material! 

At  this  time  too,  it  was  the 
practice  to  hold  street  meetings  to 
support  the  missionary  effort.  I  well 
remember,  as  a  young  shaver,  stand- 
ing on  the  pavements  of  Maitland 
Street,  some  distance  from  the  meet- 
ing, handing  out  tracts  to  the  passer- 
by. It  was,  I  am  told,  at  one  of  these 
meetings  that  an  incident  took  place 
which  has  become  a  legend  through- 
out the  Church. 

One  of  the  missionaries  was  being 
heckled  by  a  by-stander. 

"Do  you  believe  in  baptism  by 
immersion,?"  he  was  asked. 

"Yes,"  he  replied,  "we  do." 

"Good"  said  the  heckler,  and 
promptly  tossed  a  bucket  of  water 
over  the  unfortunate  missionary.  He 
wiped  the  water  from  his  face  and 
said  with  deadly  calm,  "We  also 
believe  in  the  laying  on  of  hands" 
and  then  suiting  the  deed  to  the 
word,  proceed  to  administer  a  sound 
thrashing. 

I  do  not  recommend  this  approach, 
you  missionaries!  You  will  never 
achieve  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite 
spirit  by  breaking  a  nose! 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this 
period  was  the  conference  held  in 
Bloemfontein  at  which  14  mission- 
aries took  part.  One  of  them  was 
President  LeRoy  H.  Duncan,  past 
nresident  of  the  mission,.  I  know  that 
President  Duncan  never  forgot  this 
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conference,  because  while  he  was  out 
here  as  Mission  President,  and  there 
were  12  missionaries  present,  he 
counted  them  carefully,  and  then 
turning  to  me  said  "I  was  wondering 
if  we  had  broken  the  record  of  that 
conference  we  had  in  Bloemfontein 
when  I  was  here  as  a  missionary." 

I  am  not  certain  whether  he  was 
present  at  this  conference  or  not, 
but  it  was  about  this  time,  too,  that 
our  present  Mission,  President  served 
as  a  missionary  in  Bloemfontein, 
and  it  was  probably  during  this 
time  that  he  first  met  Sister 
Alldredge,  for  the  Hubert  family  was 
still  living  in  Bloemfontein  then. 

Another  occasion  never  to  be  for- 
gotten was  the  celebration  of  the 
centenary  of  the  organization  of 
the  Church  on  April  6,  1930. 
Naturally  the  biggest  impression  was 
made  on  my  young  mind  by  the 
enormous  banquet  which  was  held 
to  commemorate  this  great  event. 
The  hall  was  beautifully  decorated, 
and  I  well  remember  the  concern 
lest  the  photographer  should  set  fire 
to  the  paper  decorations  with  his 
old  fashioned  flash  equipment. 

The  banquet  was  followed  by  an 
evening's  entertainment,  the  high- 
light of  which  was  a  play  depicting 
the  organization  of  the  Church,  with 
Brother  Sam  Rayner  in  the  lore  of 
Joseph  Smith.  His  performance  was 
superb,  and  young  as  I  was,  I  will 
never  forget  it. 

The  following  day  (Sunday) 
services  were  held  with  the  same 
theme,  and  at  a  predetermined  time, 
we  all  joined  with  other  saints  every- 
where, waving  white  handkerchiefs 
and  sbout  of  "Hosanna."  I  was  onlv 
nine  years  old,  and  was  very  worried 
when  I  realized  that  mine  was  the 
only  BLUE  handkerchief  being 
waved! 

The  pioneers  of  this  era  were 
remarkable  for  their  faith  and 
integrity.  Brother  and  Sister  Hester 
Grobler,  Sister  Anna  Greenberg, 
Brother  and  Sister  C.  B.  Spear  all 
died  devout  Latter-day  Saints,  with 
strong  testimonies  of  the  Gospel. 

The  great  depression,  of  the  early 
1930's  brought  with  it  many  reverses 
for  the  Bloemfontein  Branch.  Many 
members  lost  their  jobs  as  a  result 
of  large  scale  retrenchment,  in 
commerce  and  industry.  Family  after 


family  moved  away  from  Bloemfon- 
tein in  search  of  newer  and  better 
pastures.  The  Greenbergs,  the 
Huberts  and  the  Colemans  between 
them  accounted  for  nearly  30  mem- 
bers. Several  of  the  older  members 
who  remained  were  called  to  higher 
service.  One  family  who  had  been 
of  great  service  to  the  Church 
apostatised  after  becoming  estranged 
through  personal  grievances.  In  a 
few  years,  the  Spear  family  were  the 
only  active  Saints  left  in  Bloemfon- 
tein. 

In  the  year  or  two  preceding  the 
Second  World  War,  the  missionaries 
were  again  making  some  headway 
with  the  rebuilding  of  the  branch. 
The  Van  Rooyen  family  were  con- 
verted and  meetings  were  being  held 
in  the  old  Netherlands  Hall. 

Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  war, 
the  missionaries  were  recalled,  the 
Van  Rooyen  family  left  Bloemfon- 
tein, others  joined  the  armed  froces 
and  soon  only  the  Branch  President 
C.  B.  Spear  remained. 

After  the  war,  Brother  C.  B.  Spear, 
Brother  Sam  Rayner,  my  wife  and 
I  started  to  hold  meetings  again. 
Shortly  after,  Brother  and  Sister  Van 
Rooyen  and  their  family  returned  to 
Bloemfontein.  The  missionaries  were 
again,  active  in  the  city  and  though 
they  had  the  usual  hard  going 
experienced  by  missionaries  in 
Bloemfontein,  they  were  soon  able 
to  add  a  few  more  members. 

Among  the  first  of  the  new  con- 
verts was  Sister  Utermohlen  and  her 
children.  Shortly  after  they  were 
baptised  the  Branch  President  invited 
Sister  Daubney  to  bear  her  testi- 
mony, which  she  did,  although  she 
was  then,  still  an  investigator.  You 
see,  Brother  C.  B.  Spear  had  mis- 
taken her  for  Sister  Utermohlen! 
Anyway,  it  seemed  to  have  the  right 
effect,  for  not  long  after,  Sister 
Daubney  was  baptised.  The  regrowth 
of  the  Branch  had  begun. 

In  1950  Brother  C.  B.  Spear  retired 
and  moved  to  Parys,  and  the  affairs 
of  the  branch  were  again  entrusted 
to  the  missionaries  for  a  few  years. 
until  the  authorities  saw  fit  to  call 
me  to  follow  in  my  father's  footsteps 
as  Branch  President. 

In  1951,  a  Branch  Building  Fund 
was  started.  The  handful  of  Saints 
felt  at  times  that  they  were  attempt- 
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ing  (he  impossible.  but  they 
persevered  and  were  soon  hard  at 
work   in  raising  funds. 

It  was  into  this  atmosphere  that 
the  Wrensch  family  came  when  they 
were  converted  and  baptised  in, 
1950.  They  had  a  good  initiation, 
and  I  am  sure  that  all  at  Ramah  can 
testify  that  the  work  habit  has  stuck 
with  them. 

The  Saints  worked  tirelessly,  and 
a  beautiful  spirit  greatly  blessed, 
and  soon  a  sizable  sum  of  money 
had  been  collected. 

At  a  Priesthood  meeting  held 
during  1958,  Brother  H.  J.  van 
Rooven  put  forward  a  suggestion 
which  was  discussed  and  modified 
and  eventually  sent  forward  to  the 
Mission  President  for  consideration. 
The  result  was  the  formation  of  the 
Mission  Co-operative  Building  Fund. 
Appropriately  enough,  Bloemfontein 
was  the  first  to  benefit  from  this 
fund,  and  in  the  same  vear  we 
broke  ground  for  our  new  chanel. 

The  building  was  completed  and 
the  first  services  were  held  on  the  6th 
September,  1959. 

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
Branch  Conference  held  on  Sunday 
the  26th  of  March,  1961  Elder  Hugh 
R.  Brown  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles  dedicated  the 
chanel. 

The  visit  of  Elder  and  Sister 
Brown  was  a  great  event  for  the 
Bloemfontein  Branch,  not  only 
because  of  the  dedication,  of  the 
chapel,  but  because  it  was  the  first 
time  one  of  the  General  Authorities 
of  the  church  had  visited  the 
branch.  Elder  and  Sister  Brown  made 
a  deep  impression  on,  the  Saints  here, 
and  their  visit  will  be  long 
remembered. 

During  this  time  the  Branch  was 
slowly  but  steadily  growing.  Many 
fine  families  were  added  to  the 
membership  of  the  church,  but  many 
left  to  live  in  other  branches,  and 
we  are  justly  proud  of  the  members 
who  accented  the  Gospel  and 
received  their  basic  training  in 
Bloemfontein. 

On  the  other  hand  we  received 
many  fine  Saints  from  other 
branches,  including  Bob  and  Barry 
Milne.  But  thev  had  to  bring  their 
parents  to  R'oemfontein  before  they 
could  convert  them!  Brother  P.  A. 


Milne  who  is  now  a  member  of  the 
Branch  Presidency  said  in  the  first 
testimony  meeting  after  his  baptism 
that  he  had  been  baptized  because 
he  couldn't  find  any  more  excuses! 

Brother  C.  H.  Spear,  also  a 
member  of  the  Branch  Presidency 
returned  to  Bloemfontein  in  1956.  It 
seems  he,  too.  had  to  bring  his  wife 
here  before  he  could  convert  her, 
but  judging  by  her  present  activity, 
the  job  was  thoroughly  done! 

During  this  period  before  the 
chapel  was  built  the  meetings  were 
held  in  several  different  halls  in  the 
city.  One  of  them  was  above  a  pet 
shop,  and  the  meetings  were  often 
disturbed  by  the  yaping  of  dogs  in 
the  yard.  One  evening  Brother  Bob 
Milne  stopped  in  the  middle  of  his 
talk,  said  "Excuse  me."  and  walked 
out  to  throw  a  jug  of  water  over  the 
dogs  to  quiet  them,  and  then 
returned  to  resume  his  talk. 

What  a  blessing  it  is  to  have  a 
place  of  our  own  in  which  to 
worship. 

Last  month  we  have  had  added  to 
the  Saints  under  our  care  those  living 
in  Kimberley,  Ladybrand.  Jaggers- 
fontein  and  one  or  two  other  towns 
in  the  area,  bringing  the  total 
membership  on  the  books  of  the 
branch  to  127.  This  must  be  an  all 
time  record. 

To  these  members  we  extend  a 
hearty  welcome  to  our  ranks.  I  have 
already  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
with  the  Saints  in  Kimberlev.  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  they  will  soon 
have  a  branch  of  their  own. 

The  very  latest  additions  to  our 
ranks  are  the  Robb  family  who 
were  baptized  less  than  two  weeks 
ago  at  the  time  of  this  writing.  They 
are.  I  am  sure,  going  to  be  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  branch  as  vou 
may  judge  for  yourself  from  their 
remarks  appearing  elsewhere  in  this 
issue. 

That  brings  the  tale  of  the  Bloem- 
fontein Branch  right  up  to  date.  I 
hope  you  have  enioved  reading  it  as 
much  as  I  have  enjoyed  writing  it. 

The  fraternal  greetines  of  the 
Branch  go  out  to  all  Saints  where- 
ever  they  may  be.  and  we  extend  to 
all  a  sincere  invitation  to  call  and 
visit  us  whenever  the  opportunity 
arises.

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Worshipping  God 


OPPORTUNITIES  for  worship- 
ping God  are  legion  in  our 
daily  lives,  in  fact,  every  act  of  our 
every  day  lives  should  be  an  act  of 
worship  to  God.  The  Father  is,  of 
course,  the  ideal  towards  which  we 
should  all  be  striving  and  here,  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  give  you  a  few 
examples  of  how  we  may  set  out 
on  the  road  towards  the  ideal  we 
hope  to  attain. 

Let  us  first  make  sure  that  we 
fully  understand  what  is  meant  by 
the  word  "worship."  To  worship 
means  to  offer  humble  respect;  to 
offer  love  and  adoration.  To  worship 
God  we  must  realize  and  admit  His 
glory  and  power,  to  admit  that  we 
are  weak,  to  humble  ourselves — no 
person  who  is  not  humble  can  wor- 
ship, for  only  humility  permits  us 
to  admit  our  weaknesses  and  need 
for  God's  help. 

To  worship  God  we  must  realize 
that  His  power  is  administered  with 
love  and  compassion,  that  He  is 
truly  and  deeply  concerned  about 
our  welfare,  that  He  is  a  God  of 
love  and  desires  that  we  should  love 
Him,  too.  No  man  can  worship  that 
which  he  fears.  Worship  is  born  of 
love,  not  of  fear. 

Now  let  us  see  how  we  in  our 
humble  way  can  worship  God.  One 
of  the  first  acts  of  worship  that 
come  to  mind  is  Sabbath  observance. 
God  has  commanded  us  to  keep  the 
Sabbath     holy     and     through     His 


prophet  Joseph  Smith  has  exhorted 
us  to  attend  our  meetings,  but  the 
spirit  in  which  we  attend  those 
meetings  is  what  decides  whether 
they  are  acts  of  worship  or  not.  If 
we  attend  our  meetings  because  they 
give  us  an  opportunity  to  meet  some 
friends  we  particularly  like,  or 
because  we  can  sit  next  to  a  pretty 
girl  or  handsome  boy,  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  because  we  love  our 
Sunday  School  teacher,  then  our 
attendance  is  not  an  act  of  worship, 
but  the  gratifying  of  our  own 
desires.  Conversely,  if  we  go  to  our 
meetings  because  we  want  to  join 
with  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
singing  hymns  of  praise  to  God,  with 
a  desire  to  learn  more  of  his  Gospel 
and  to  partake  of  the  spirit  of  God 
present  in  such  meetings,  then  we 
are  indeed  performing  an  act  of 
worship,  and  all  those  little  pleasures 
we  mentioned  above  will  make  your 
worshipping  so  much  sweeter 
because  it  is  being  done  along  with 
those  you  love. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  meetings, 
I  feel  we  must  touch  on  reverence. 
I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  reason 
why  Latter-day  Saints  appear  to  be 
less  reverent  than  other  people  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  so  much 
more  familiar  with  God  and  his 
work  and  because  of  that  are  less 
restrained  through  lack  of  fear.  This 
is  quite  a  lovely  thought  and  there 
is  probably  a  good  deal  of  truth  in 
it,  but  we  must  be  careful  never  to 
let   our   familiarity  deteriorate   into 
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disrespect.  We  must  at  all  times 
respect  God  and  extend  that  respect 
and  reverence  to  the  place  where  we 
worship  Him  in  our  services. 

Partaking  of  the  sacrament  should 
also  be  an  act  of  worship.  We  all 
know  that  we  partake  of  the  sacra- 
ment to  witness  that  we  renew  our 
covenants  with  God  and  to  ack- 
nowledge Christ's  sacrifice  for  us. 
But,  do  we  renew  our  covenants? 
The  next  time  the  sacrament  is 
blessed,  listen  carefully  to  the 
prayers.  They  are,  if  I  may  be 
permitted  to  coin  a  phrase  "Permis- 
sive prayers."  "That  they  may  eat," 
"That  they  may  witness,"  That  they 
may  always  have."  In  other  words 
these  emblems  are  blessed  to  the 
end  that  they  might  have  certain 
effect  on  those  partaking  of  them; 
but  whether  or  not  'they  do  eat,"  or 
"do  witness,"  or  "do  have"  depends 
entirely  on  the  person  partaking  of 
the  sacrament.  If  you  partake  of  the 
emblems  passively  then  those 
"permissive  prayers"  remain  passive, 
dead  things.  And  if  you  actively 
renew  your  covenant  with  God  while 
partaking  of  the  sacrament  you 
make  those  prayers  the  living, 
powerful  things  they  should  be. 

Praying  should  be  our  most 
familiar  act  of  worship.  In  our  daily 
prayers  we  should  approach  God  in 
humility  and  thankfulness  and  never 
at  any  time  in  arrogance.  We  can 
never  demand  of  the  Lord;  we  can 
plead  our  case  to  him  and  tell  him 
of  our  desires  and  aspirations  and 
ask  for  inspiration  to  attain  them 
and  have  the  faith  to  know  that  in 
his  great  love  and  compassion  he 
will  answer  our  prayers  in  the  way 
that  will  be  to  our  best  good.  And 
if  we  accept  the  answer  given  us  in 
humility  and  thankfulness  we  will  be 
truly  worshipping  Him. 

The  bodies  God  has  given  us  have 
been  called  "tabernacles  of  the  flesh." 
In  biblical  days  the  tabernacle  was 
a  Holy  place  where  the  spirit  of 
God  dwelt  and  where  the  high 
priests  went  into  to  be  in  the 
presence  of  God.  It  was  kept 
scrupulously  clean  and  undefiled  and 


nothing  unclean  was  allowed  even 
to  touch  it.  This  description  fits  our 
bodies  or  rather  it  should;  they  are 
tabernacles  for  a  spirit  children  of 
God,  and  God  has  promised  His 
spirit  children  that  where  they  are 
His  spirit  would  be  with  them,  so  it 
follows  that  His  spirit  must  also  be 
in  this  tabernacle  of  flesh.  If  we  wish 
it  to  remain  with  us,  we  must  keep 
our  tabernacles  scrupulously  clean, 
morally  and  physically  by  refraining 
from  any  immoral  or  unchaste  act 
and  by  obeying  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom. Obedience  to  these  command- 
ments is  an  act  of  worshipping  God 
and  acknowledgement  of  Hhis  wis- 
dom and  power. 

Do  you  make  your  offerings  an 
act  of  worship?  Our  Fast  offerings 
and  tithes  should  be  brought  to  the 
Lord's  House  on  Fast  Sunday  and 
presented  to  those  in  authority  as  an 
act  of  worship.  They  should  never 
be  treated  as  a  casual  thing.  In  old 
testament  times  sacrifices  and  offer- 
ings were  made  to  commemorate 
the  coming  of  the  Redeemer.  Today 
we  make  our  offerings  to  remind  us 
of  Christ's  second  coming  and  to 
help  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  on  earth  and  if 
we  treat  these  offerings  casually  and 
without  reverence  we  are  losing  an 
opportunity  for  actively  worshipping 
God.  So  it  should  be  with  our 
offering  of  time  and  effort  to  God's 
work.  If  we  are  offered  any  office  in 
the  work  of  the  Gospel  we  should 
accept  thankfully  with  the  full  reali- 
zation that  we  are  being  offered 
valuable  opportunities  to  worship 
God  actively. 

I  have  presented  here  a  few  of 
the  ways  in  which  we  can  worship 
God,  and  if  you  look  back  over 
them  carefully  you  will  notice  that 
they  are  all  based  on  commandments 
of  God;  but  the  Lord  has  said  that 
it  is  "a  wicked  and  slothful  servant 
that  has  to  be  commanded  in  all 
things,"  so  that  it  behoves  all  of  us 
to  search  out  for  ourselves  ways  in 
which  we  can  worship  God.

THE  scriptures  say  that  those  who 
reach  eternal  life,  must  be 
valiant.  That  expression  can  easily 
be  the  Lord's  way  of  saying  that  we 
should  do  our  best.  He  has  never 
liked  things  done  in  a  halfhearted 
manner.  He  has  always  asked  for 
the  best  that  is  in,  us.  He  said  that 
we  must  serve  Him  with  ALL  our 
hearts  and  ALL  our  might.  He 
condemned  laziness  and  idleness.  He 
commands  VALIANT  service — " 
with  all  your  heart,  mind  and 
strength." 

There  comes  a  time  of  decision  to 
each  and  everyone  of  us,  a  time 
when  we  must  decide  what  to  do, 
how  well  to  do  it,  and  which  way 
to  go.  How  many  times  have  we 
not  been  within  reach  of  a  certain 
goal  and  then  failed  because  we  did 
not  work  hard  enough  or  did  not  do 
our  best,  or  gave  up  too  soon. 

What  would  have  happened  if 
Jesus  had  quit  when  he  prayed  and 
suffered  in  the  Garden  of  Geth- 
semane,  when  he  pleaded  with  the 
Father  that  if  it  were  possible  this 
bitter  cup  might  pass?  What  if  He 
had  not  taken  of  the  cup?  What  if 
He  had  not  brought  to  pass  the  great 
atonement? 

No  one  can  ever  accomplish  a 
great  work  by  stopping  half  way. 
We  can  take  the  line  of  least 
resistance  at  home  or  at  work,  but 
where  will  it  get  us.  When  we  take 
this  easy  path  at  home,  our  children 
become  affected  and  let  things  slide, 
and  so  will  the  husbands  and  wives, 
with  the  result  that  the  home 
becomes  a  house  without  a  soul, 
faith  will  fade,  and  God's  spirit  will 
depart. 

When  we  let  things  slide  in  our 
work,  we  usually  slide  with  them  — 
backwards.  Men  stay  in  the  same 
jobs  for  a  lifetime  because,  like  a 
machine,  they  do  just  as  much  as 
they  are  pushed  into  doing. 

The  principle  is  the  same  in  our 
Church  work.  We  will  get  out  of  the 
Gospel  exactly  in  proportion  to  what 
we  put  into  it.  Do  we  ever  do  our 
best  for  the  Lord?  There  are  some 
who  will   forfeit   their  eternal  bles- 


sings because  they  want  to  "just  get 
by"  in  the  Church,  and  they  fail  to 
realise  that  one  must  be  actively 
engaged  in  good  work  and  thereby 
work  out  one's  own  salvation. 

One  of  the  many  parables  that 
Jesus  told  was  the  one  about  the 
talents.  Some  got  the  most  out  of 
their  opportunities,  but  one  "just  got 
by",  and  lost  what  he  had,  and  saw 
it  given  to  another. 

Most  of  our  serious  problems  in 
the  Church  and  in  the  world  could 
be  solved  immediately  if  we  could 
learn  to  be  "doers"  by  putting  into 
actual  practice  the  second  great 
commandment  "thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself". 

This  is  a  pretty  tall  order,  and 
only  those  who  are  valiant  in  the 
service  of  the  Lord  will  qualify  in 
living  this  the  most  difficult  of  all 
God's  commandments.  It  implies  an 
active  interest,  a  mutual  understand- 
ing, devoted  service,  and  not  merely 
giving  mental  assent.  It  is  so  easy 
to  give  mental  consent  and  then  feel 
that  we  have  faced  up  to  our  full 
responsibility. 

I  never  fail  to  kneel  and  pray. 
As  I  begin  each  new  born  day, 
"O  Lord  bless  those  who  are  in 

need, 
And   for   the   sick   with   thee   I 

plead. 

My  work  soon  lays  such  claim 

on  me, 
That  other's  woes  I  cannot  see, 
I  have  no  time  nor  feel  inclined, 
To    ease    the    suffering   human 

mind. 

As  once  again  I  pray  at   night. 
A  vision  forms  in  blinding  light. 
In  retrospect  I  see  the  souls, 
I   did   not    help    to    reach   their 
goals. 

Then    with    my    sight    restored 

again. 
And    my    repentance    born    in 
pain, 
I    plead    with    Him    that    I    at 

length. 
Might  help  mankind  with  all  my 

strength. 
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Many  people  are  inactive  in  the 
Church,  not  because  they  do  not 
believe  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Church, 
but  because  of  some  real  or  imagined 
offense,  or  because  they  felt  they 
were  not  appreciated  or  wanted.  We 
all  want  to  know  that  we  are 
included,  any  new  undertaking  has 
a  special  significance  for  us  if  we 
know  that  we  are  included.  Whose 
picture  do  you  look  for  first  when 
you  look  at  a  group  photograph? 

At  this  time,  as  the  New  Era  is 
getting  into  full  stride,  I  would 
appeal  to  the  older  members  to  help 
to  improve  Church  attendance  by 
being  more  friendly  towards  those 
who  do  not  attend  services  as 
regularly  as  they  might,  and  towards 
our  new  Brothers  and  Sisters.  There 
are  people  who  do  not  feel  warmth 
and  friendliness  when,  they  go  to 
Church,  and  so  they  stay  away.  It 
may  be  partly  their  own  fault,  but 
it  does  not  ease  our  responsibility 
and  it  does  not  change  the  result. 

We  do  not  warm  up  to  a  friend 
who  is  casual  with  us.  Our  natural 
impulse  is  to  be  cool  with  those 
who  are  cool  towards  us.  It  is  the 
warm  glow  of  friendship  which 
brings  forth  your  response. 

Have  you  ever  tried  to  apply  that 
same  idea  to  your  attitude  toward 
the  Lord?  Are  you  casual  and  cool 
with  with  him,  or  is  your  interest 
in  your  Heavenly  Father  so  sincere 


that  you  are  enthusiastic  about  Him 
and  His  work? 

The  Lord  expects  enthusiasm  in 
regard  to  His  work.  Not  only  in 
expressed  enthusiasm  but  in  activity 
as  well.  He  has  commanded  that  we 
bring  forth  much  fruit,  and  He  let 
it  be  known  that  those  branches 
which  do  not  produce  will  be  cut 
off. 

If  you  were  a  farmer  and  your 
helpers  fed  only  half  of  the  stock, 
what  would  you  do?  Or  again  if 
you  were  a  General  fighting  a  war, 
and  your  army  spent  part  of  their 
time  scheming  with  the  enemy 
against  you,  what  would  you  do? 
One  thing  the  Lord  demands,  and 
that  is  allegiance,  and  we  in  the 
Church  must  be  willing,  faithful,  and 
enthusiastic  workers.  We  must  be 
anxious  to  keep  the  Sabbath,  pay 
our  tithes,  be  honest,  clean,  humble, 
and  true. 

The  casual  worker,  whether  in 
factory,  farm,  or  Church,  is  not  the 
valiant  worker,  neither  is  he  a  great 
producer. 

Can  we  afford  to  be  casual  with 
the  Lord?  Can  we  treat  His  work 
lightly?  We  can  do  as  we  like,  for 
we  are  free.  But  let  us  always 
remember  as  we   sow,  so  shall  we 


reap.

The  formula  is  simply  stated,  but  requires  conscientious  effort  to 
apply : 

1.  If  we  draw  near  to  God, 

2.  If  we  keep  His  commandments, 

3.  If  we  seek  to  know  His  will, 
we  will  walk  in  light  and  not  be  deceived. 

If  we  expect  to  receive  the  guidance  of  the  Lord,  we  must  have  a 
testimony  of  Him.  We  must  come  to  him  believing  that  He  is,  and  that 
He  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  Him.  If  we  do  indeed  believe 
these  things,  then  it  must  follow,  as  the  night  the  day,  that  we  keep  his 
commandments. 

'And  hereby  do  we  know  that  we  know  him,  if  we  keep  His  com- 
mandments. He  that  sayeth,  I  know  Him  and  keepeth  not  His  command- 
ments, is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him.  He  that  saith  He  abideth  in 
him  ought  himself  also  so  to  walk,  even  as  He  walked."  (I  John  2:  3-6.) 

Here,  then,  is  a  truth  which  is  one  of  those  pearls  beyond  price,  and 
it  is  summed  up  in  the  words  of  the  Saviour  as  recorded  in  John  8:  12: 
"Then  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world : 
he  that  followeth  Me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light 
of  life.'

""JY/fAN  cannot  be  saved  in  ignorance".  This  statement  is  so  often  re- 
■***■  peated  in  lessons,  sermons,  and  even  conversation  among  Latter-day 
Saints,  that  we  come  to  accept  it  as  true  without  ever  stopping  to  consider 
its  meaning  or  implications. 

The  dictionary  defines  "ignorance"  as  the  state  of  being  ignorant  and 
"ignorant"  as  "without  knowledge".  So  we  cannot  be  saved  without 
knowledge — but  knowledge  of  what?  Does  this  mean  that  the  learned 
men  of  the  world  have  a  better  chance  of  salvation  than  the  average  man 
in  the  street? 

Isaiah  says  that  the  Lord  "turneth  the  wise  men  backward  and  maketh 
their  knowledge  foolish"  and  Paul  in  his  letter  to  Timothy  says  they  are 
"ever  learning  and  never  able  to  come  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth".  They 
are  unable  to  attain  to  this  knowledge  because  they  lack  intelligence.  Not 
the  kind  of  intelligence  which  means  the  ability  to  reason  and  deduce, 
but  the  kind  whcih  is  the  Glory  of  God;  in  other  words,  light  and  truth. 
Simply  stated  it  means  that  all  knowledge  gained  independently  of  the 
Spirit  of  Truth  will  not  lead  to  a  fullness  of  truth. 

How  are  we  to  obtain  this  fullness  of  truth  which  is  the  true  know- 
ledge necessary  to  salvation?  "No  man  receiveth  a  fullness  unless  he 
keepeth  the  commandments  of  God"  (D&C  93  v.  27).  Here  then  is  the 
place  to  start  our  search  for  knowledge.  We  must  know  the  command- 
ments of  God  to  be  able  to  keep  them,  and  we  must  keep  them  or  all 
other  knowledge  we  may  acquire  will  not  enable  us  to  find  a  fullness  of 
truth.  Study  of  the  Gospel  is  the  most  important  study  man  can  undertake. 
Searching  the  scriptures  is  the  key  to  eternal  life. 

This  does  not  mean  that  all  other  studies  are  useless  or  even  un- 
important. If  we  are  ever  to  become  perfect  as  our  Father  is  perfect  we 
must  also  be  perfect  in  our  knowledge  of  all  arts  and  sciences,  including 
mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  economics,  political  science,  social  science, 
botany,  anatomy,  astronomy,  languages,  music,  sculpture  and  a  host  of 
others.  These  are  all  important,  but  none  of  them  can  take  the  place  of 
a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  because  the  latter  can  be  a  means  of  acquiring 
all  knowledge. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  world  that  a  man  cannot  learn  if  he  holds 
faithfully  to  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  seeks  in 
humility  and  faith;  if  he  calls  on  God  for  guidance  as  did  the  prophet, 
Joseph  Smith,  and  if  he  then  hearkens  to  the  promptings  of  the  Spirit. 
"Seek  and  ye  shall  find,  knock  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you,  ask  and 
ye  shall  receive."  But  there  is  not  much  sense  in  asking  for  knowledge  if 
you  do  not  listen  for  the  answer.  All  too  often  we  ask  for  guidance  from 
the  Lord,  and  afterwards  we  are  so  busy  trying  to  figure  out  the  way  we 
think  we  should  be  helped,  that  we  are  unable  to  hear  or  recognize  the 
quiet  promptings  of  the  Spirit.  Sometimes  when  we  do  receive  inspiration 
(maybe  you  call  it  a  hunch,  or  intuition)  instead  of  following  it  we  question 
it,  reason  it  away,  and  in  other  ways  seek  to  counsel  the  Lord,  particularly 
when  the  guidance  given  does  not  fit  in  with  our  own  ideas  of  how  the 
Lord  should  set  about  helping  us !  In  other  words,  we  fail  to  live  by  faith. 

Intuition!  Hunches!  But,  you  say,  how  do  I  know  I  am  not  being 
misled?  How  do  I  know  that  the  thoughts  that  come  to  me  are  not  the 
children  of  my  own  desires  in  the  matter?  How  am  I  to  be  certain  that 
they  do  not  originate  from  the  tempter?

Yet  I  know  of  hundreds  of 
different  religious  denominations  on 
Earth  all  professing  to  be  the  right 
way  to  God.  Which  Church  is  right? 
I  give  below  the  reasons  I  have  for 
knowing  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  the 
one  and  only  true  Church  in  this 
dispensation,  the  reasons  I  like  this 
Church,  and  why  I  became  a 
Mormon.

From  Conversion  to  Priesthood 

\  BOUT  a  year  ago  my  family  and  I  heard  that  two  American  mis- 
■£*■  sionaries  were  in  Carletonville.  An  appointment  was  made  by  the 
Elders  with  friends  we  have  in  Carletonville  to  visit  with  them. 

My  family  wanted  me  to  go  with  them  to  meet  these  young  men 
but  I  was  not  very  keen  as  I  had  heard  previously  that  these  Elders  were 
of  the  Mormon  church,  and  their  ideas  of  life  did  not  suit  me.  While 
taking  part  in  sports  I  had  a  few  drinks  with  my  friends  and  I  also  smoked 
about  thirty  cigarettes  a  day. 

But  after  being  persuaded  by  my  wife  I  decided  to  go  along  and 
meet  these  fellows.  To  make  my  story  short,  they  were  quite  different  to 
what  I  had  expected  to  find.  They  were  really  the  friendliest  persons  I 
have  met  and  were  soon  discussing  everything  except  the  Gospel  or  the 
Book  of  Mormon. 

They  asked  me  if  I  would  mind  if  they  paid  me  a  visit  at  my  own 
house  and  after  finding  them  so  friendly,  I  could  hardly  refuse.  When 
they  started  telling  me  about  Joseph  Smith  I  started  losing  interest  as  I 
did  not  believe  in  modern  day  prophets,  but  their  friendliness  and  the 
strength  of  their  faith  soon  had  me  on  their  side. 

I  then  started  to  study  the  Bible  and  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  was 
satisfied  that  they  spoke  the  same  language. 

My  family  and  I  decided  to  accept  what  we  now  know  is  the  true 
Gospel,  and  baptism  soon  followed.  Cigarettes  and  liquor  of  all  descrip- 
tions was  a  thing  of  the  past  as  we  accepted  the  wisdoms  and  the  laws 
of  the  Church.  At  first  it  was  very  difficult,  for  Satan  placed  many  tempta- 
tions in  our  way,  but  with  the  help  of  Elders  Packard  and  Garcia,  we 
managed  to  progress  slowly  but  surely  in  the  Gospel  until  today  words 
cannot  express  how  glad  I  am  that  our  Lord  saw  fit  to  guide  those  two 
elders  to  my  house. 

At  the  time  we  received  our  lessons  there  were  other  families  in 
Carletonville  also  being  converted  to  the  true  Gospel.  So  Elders  Packard 
and  Garcia  decided  that  we  should  try  to  meet  at  some  home  for  Sunday 
School  meetings.  I  was  fortunate  in  having  a  piano  and  the  house  with 
the  largest  room,  and  so  my  house  was  decided  upon.  At  our  first  meeting 
we  had  a  hundred  percent  attendance. 

Services  were  held  regularly  every  Sunday  after  that  and  will  continue 
as  long  as  the  Lord  so  decides  that  we  are  worthy.  Progress  came  with 
each  service.  The  Elders  were  changed  frequently — old  friends  left  and 
new  friends  came  until  that  day  when  we  were  told  that  the  elders  were 
leaving  us  and  that  we  would  now  have  to  run  things  ourselves.  We  were 
really  getting  worried  as  there  was  no  one  who  held  the  Priesthood  so 
how  could  we  continue  with  our  services.  Krugersdorp  and  Johannesburg 
are  a  bit  too  far  for  attendance  every  Sunday,  and  by  then  we  had  learned 
to  enjoy  the  Gospel  so  much  that  we  could  not  see  our  way  clear  without 
it.  But  the  Gospel  teaches  us  that  if  we  ask  our  Lord  for  worthwhile 
things  he  will  provide.  The  elders  left  but  before  they  did  our  Mission 
Presidency  saw  fit  to  bestow  the  Priesthood  on  six  members  of  the  Carleton- 
ville Branch. 

I  am  sure  our  Lord  is  satisfied  that  we  are  worth  keeping  and  so  our 
promotion  to  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  was  our  first  step  on  the  ladder  of 
advancement  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
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We  were  very  worried  at  first  but  with  our  faith  in  the  Gospel  and  the 
help  we  have  received  from  our  brothers  in  the  Gospel  and  members  of 
the  Krugersdorp  Branch,  we  have  overcome  many  obstacles  and  are 
progressing.  Under  the  guidance  of  the  Krugersdorp  Branch  Presidency 
we  have  lovely  services  every  Sunday  where  the  attendance  is  just  about 
one  hundred  percent. 

It  really  makes  one's  heart  very  happy  to  hear  each  member  give  his 
testimony  on  Fast  Sunday  that  he  truly  believes  that  the  Lord  chose 
Joseph  Smith  to  restore  the  only  true  Gospel  back  on  earth,  and  that  we 
have  a  living  prophet,  David  O.  Mackay,  to  lead  us  to  that  great  glory 
that  every  Mormon  is  striving  for — to  be  with  our  Lord  and  God  in  His 
celestial  kingdom  in  the  life  hereafter.

How  many  of  us  go  to  church  and 
listen  to  the  minister,  listen  to  the 
choir,  sing  a  few  hymns  and  then 
go  home,  not  even  one  heart  beat 
faster.  Quite  frankly  we  were  almost 
asleep  in  Church. 

Yes,  I  am  ashamed  to  admit  that 
to  me.  Church  only  meant  having 
a  good  old  sing-song.  I  was  honour- 
ing the  Father  and  the  Son  with 
my  lips  and  not  feeling  a  thing  in 
my  heart.  I  was  completely  unmoved. 

There  was  a  God — I  believed  this, 
because  I  had  been  taught  this  all 
my  life — but  a  living  God  of  flesh 
and  bone!

I  would  like  to  express  my  grati- 
tude to  these  two  Elders  for  giving 
me  what  they  have,  for  being  so 
patient  and  for  setting  me  an 
example  on  how  to  live  the  Gospel.

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Let  Not  One  Child  Be  Lost 

TN  that  touching  Latter-day  Saint  hymn  "Dear  to  the  Heart  of  the 
-*-  Shepherd",  the  words  of  the  song  continue  on,  referring  to  the  Shep- 
herd— "Hark!  He  is  earnestly  calling,  tenderly  pleading  today,  will  you 
not  seek  for  my  lost  ones,  off  from  my  shelter  astray?"  We  all  answer 
as  we  sing  "Yes  blessed  Master,  we  will!  Make  us  thy  true  under- 
shepherds,  give  us  a  love  that  is  deep,  send  us  out  into  the  desert,  seeking 
the  wandering  sheep." 

How  deep  is  our  love  for  our  Heavenly  Father's  children?  When 
our  Heavenly  Father  planted  love  in  men's  hearts,  He  literally  sowed  the 
seeds  of  Godhood.  Within  each  is  a  spark  of  divinity,  and  that  is  why 
each  one  is  so  precious  that  it  is  the  will  of  our  Father  in  Heaven  that  not 
one  be  lost. 

Let  us  look  at  tacts.  Figures  can  tell  interesting  stories;  for  example 
the  figures  464  represent  the  number  of  L.D.S.  children  of  Primary  age. 
4-11  years,  living  in  this  Mission,  198  children  are  enrolled,  leaving  266 
outside  of  the  fold.  "Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
Heaven  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish."  (Matt.  18:    14.) 

There  is  no  question  about  it,  if  there  was  one  child  out  in  the  desert, 
hungry  and  helpless  and  cold,  you  would  not  let  him  perish.  There  would 
be  a  mighty  concourse  of  people  come  to  the  rescue  of  that  one  child. 
Christ  did  not  mean  physical  death.  He  meant  spiritual  death,  which  is 
much  worse. 

In  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  Moses  1  :  39,  the  Lord  said,  "  for  behold 
this  is  my  work  and  my  glory,  to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and  eternal 
life  of  man." 

There  is  only  one  way  for  us  to  gain  eternal  life — to  obey  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Gospel.  We  must  know  them  to  obey  them,  so  must  our 
children. 

Usually  parents  who  are  teaching  their  children  the  Gospel  are 
anxious  to  have  the  added  witness  of  Sunday  School  and  Primary  teaching. 
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They  see  that  their  children  attend  Primary.  Therefore  the  chances  are 
very  slim  that  these  children  who  do  not  attend  Primary  ever  receive  any 
religious  instruction  at  home. 

Next  to  the  parents,  teachers  are  delegated  to  assist  our  Heavenly 
Father  to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of  the  children. 
It  is  important  that  teachers  have  a  testimony  of  the  Gospel,  and  that 
their  lives  reflect  that  testimony.  It  is  important  that  they  love  children. 
It  is  important  that  they  attend  all  the  meetings  appointed  to  help  them. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  the  high  percentage  of  absences  are  distances, 
transportation,  no  parent  co-operation,  no  place  to  hold  Primary,  no 
teachers. 

Problems  like  hese  bring  discouragement  and  often  seem  impossible 
to  overcome.  Sometimes  we  humans  develop  a  mental  block,  because  we 
continually  run  up  against  the  same  problems,  we  close  our  minds  to  the 
situation,  we  accept  these  problems  as  something  we  cannot  do  much 
about.  Jesus  told  us  that  it  is  the  will  of  the  Father  that  not  one  child 
be  lost,  inasmuch  as  this  is  His  will,  He  will  surely  help  us,  if  we  go  to 
Him  in  sincere  prayer  and  make  a  determined  effort. 

But  now  let  us  have  a  further  look  at  our  theme  "Let  not  one  child 
be  lost".  Our  first  thoughts  as  we  hear  it,  is  of  enrolling  all  the  children, 
and  keeping  attendance  high.  We  fall  so  far  short  of  this,  this  alone  seems 
such  a  colossal  undertaking  to  accomplish.  It  needs  all  our  efforts  in 
Primary  if  not  one  be  lost.  The  child  can  be  lost  if  his  teacher  attends 
irregularly,  or  if  she  teaches  half-heartedly.  He  can  be  lost  if  the  teacher 
does  not  teach  with  the  spirit  of  the  Lord.  It  is  well  to  remember  what 
someone  once  said,  "Going  to  Church  will  not  make  a  man  a  Christian 
anymore  than  going  to  a  garage  will  make  him  a  car."  Just  going  to 
Primary  will  not  guarantee  that  a  child  will  grow  up  to  be  a  faithful 
Latter-day  Saint.  There  is  nothing  as  important  as  what  goes  on  in  the 
classroom  between  the  teacher  and  children;  that  is  where  Primary  suc- 
ceeds or  fails,  that  is  where  we  lose  children.  A  woman  who  is  called  to 
be  a  Primary  teacher  should  get  it  in  her  heart  and  soul  that  she  has  one 
big  purpose  and  one  only,  and  that  is  to  see  that  children  are  taught 
the  Gospel. 

An  Old  Testament  writer  said,  "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people 
perish."  It  takes  women  with  the  vision  of  the  great  mission  of  the  work 
to  lead  Primary  to  its  highest  level  of  accomplishment.  Women  who  have 
this  dedication  will  find  ways  and  means  of  getting  seemingly  impossible 
jobs  done.  Primary  women  are  entrusted  with  the  impressionable,  immortal 
souls  of  our  Father's  children,  the  imprint  of  their  touch  will  follow  some 
of  them  throughout  eternity. 

We  are  servants  of  our  Father  in  Heaven,  and  as  such  we  are  blessed 
to  become  co-educators  with  Him,  and  only  if  the  worth  of  souls  are 
great  in  our  sight  may  we  accept  this  challenge. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  excellent  teachers  who  faithfully  and  tenderly 
shepherd  the  ninety  and  nine  children  safely  folded,  we  are  grateful  to 
those  who  help  to  solve  the  problem  of  transportation,  for  those  who 
offer  their  homes  as  meeting  places  for  the  children;  but  our  work  will 
not  be  fully  successful  until  we  have  fulfilled  the  will  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven  —  that  not  one  child  be  lost.
